RESTAURANT owner Mehmet

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Man killed 
in collision 
with vehicle 

A PEDESTRIAN was killed in a 
road accident in Harlow on 
Tuesday night. 

The 28-year-old victim, who 
had not been named as the Star 
went to press but who lived in 
the town, died after he was 
involved in a collision with a car 
in Katherine’s Way shortly 
before 11pm. 

Paramedics were unable to 
save the man who died at the 
scene. The 24-year-old driver of 
the green Vauxhall Corsa was 
uninjured. 

A section of the road was 
closed for almost seven hours 
while emergency services were 
on the scene and police accident 
investigators carried out a 
forensic examination of the area. 
It reopened at 5.55am yesterday 
(Wednesday).

Foodbank needs your 
help to run collection 

Charity helping people in time of need also seeks van sponsor

VOLUNTEERS are needed to help 
Harlow Foodbank with collections at 
the town’s three Tesco stores over a 
two-day period. 

People are needed to spare a couple 
of hours to share foodbank shopping 
lists with Tesco shoppers on Friday, 
July 1 and Saturday, July 2 as part of a 
national scheme by the supermarket 
chain. 

Since launching in 2009, the food- 
bank has provided emergency food to 
17,360 people in Harlow and the sur¬ 
rounding area, and on average, feeds 
229 people each month. 

“I feel bad taking the help,” said one 
user of the service, “but I know my 
children would have been hungry and 
upset and I wouldn’t have known what 
to do as I have had no money coming 
in for three and a half weeks and still 
haven’t got it sorted out.” 

The charity receives regular dona¬ 
tions from 57 churches, 37 schools and 
three supermarkets in the Harlow 
area. 

These are used to provide emer¬ 
gency food supplies for people until 
official agencies are in a position to 
help them. 

Gary Knott, director of community 
services at Michael Roberts Charit¬ 
able Trust - who run the foodbank - 
said: “It’s for people who have got a job 
and a regular income and then, all of a 
sudden, a crisis hits. 

“Then with the price of fuel, the 
price of food, the price of all sorts of 
extra costs, it's a real struggle to put 
food on the table.” 

The trust has also recently made 
permanent the pilot Bounty Club 
scheme. 

Bounty Club runs alongside the 
work of Harlow Foodbank and in part¬ 
nership with two local fresh food com¬ 
panies Bidvest and Brakes in Harlow 
and Swithenbank in Hoddesdon. 

The project’s aim has been to help 
reduce companies’ low-dated/end-of- 
line surplus fresh food, which would 
normally be treated as wastage, by 
picking it up and redistributing it into 
the community via front-line profes¬ 
sional care and support agencies. 


These agencies have included chil¬ 
dren’s centres, women’s refuges, ser¬ 
vices for the homeless, foodbank 
clients, primary school breakfast 
clubs (working with children on pupil 
premium), community drop-in 
centres, the Salvation Army, drug pro¬ 
jects, youth hostel services, refugee 
services and school holiday clubs. 

The Bounty Club food is provided 
‘for the benefit of the community’ and 
not just for people in crisis. 

The project has been developed and 


is run by Kevin Tierney, who works 
seven days a week for the club fol¬ 
lowing his retirement. 

He explained: “The success of this 
project has established the Bounty 
Club as a permanent part of the char¬ 
ity’s work in Harlow, and to help us in 
our operations we have recently 
acquired a new refrigerated van.” 

Lynn Benge, Family Support Work¬ 
er at Longwood Primary Academy 
added: “Harlow Foodbank enables us 
to provide a free breakfast for chil¬ 


dren who need it and would not neces¬ 
sarily get one at home. We consider 
this a valuable partnership as it has 
also helped students to improve their 
punctuality and attendance.” 

A sponsor is being sought for the 
Bounty Club van to ensure the long¬ 
term future of the programme. 

The foodbank network is coordin¬ 
ated by the Trussell Trust.

Father completes 
cycling challenge 


Dad already planning repeat of his epic journey

EVEN after pedalling more than 3,000 
miles from Harlow to the Turkish cap¬ 
ital of Ankara, Mehmet Cakmak could 
have carried on cycling. 

“It is quite a come down now that I 
am home,” said the father-of-four, who 
has raised £3,500 for St Clare Hospice 
after completing the marathon ride in 
51 days. “I want to be back on my bike. 

“I really enjoyed it and I would 
recommend doing it to anyone. I 
wanted to do something to influence 
youngsters. 

“When I finished I felt a mixture of 
sadness that it was over, happiness that 
I had completed it and pride because 
my fitness was great. My bike became 
part of me.” 

The 50-year-old, who owns Cafe 
Pizzeria in Bush Fair, is already plan¬ 
ning to repeat the ride, but this time in 
reverse - starting in Turkey and fin¬ 
ishing in Harlow. “My aim is to cycle 
through as many countries as possible, 
perhaps through Italy and France,” he 
said. “Now I am wondering if it really 
happened or if it was all a dream. To be 
back in one piece is another thing 
because it was tough. Anything could 
have happened.” 

Mehmet, who cycled through eight 
countries during the course of the ride, 
recalled one scary incident in Bulgaria. 
“Some people were close to giving me a 
hard time. I feared they might assault 
me or rob me,” he said. 

“They were in a car and they were 
closing behind me and I felt threatened, 
so I sped up on my bike and this petrol 
station appeared from nowhere. I 
quickly ran in and was able to rescue 
myself there.” 


Mehmet, who has always been a keen 
cyclist, left Harlow on April 16 with 
friends from bike shop Hub + Spoke 
Harlow. After catching a ferry to the 
Netherlands he cycled through Ger¬ 
many, Austria, Hungary, Romania, Bul¬ 
garia and Greece before crossing the 
Turkish border and finishing in Ank¬ 
ara. 

Temperatures ranged from -2°C in 
the German mountains to 43°C in Tur¬ 
key but amazingly he did not suffer a 
puncture until he arrived in Istanbul. 

“My favourite part was going along 
the Danube river in Germany, it was 
really beautiful,’’said Mehmet, who lost 
three stone and grew a full beard over 
the course of the journey. 

He said being separated from his 


family was the hardest part. “My wife 
[Karen] travelled to Ankara to meet me 
at the finish. My mother Munire, broth¬ 
er Ahmet and sister in law Tulin were 
there too. When I came back to Harlow, 
Hub + Spoke organised a surprise party 
for me.” 

Mehmet also thanked fitness group 
30+ Bootcamp Essex for helping him to 
get in shape for the ride. 

Jade Clarke, of St Clare Hospice, said: 
“The endurance and determination 
needed to complete a 3,000-mile cycle, 
completely unaided, across eight coun¬ 
tries is just mind-blowing.”

Support when 
times are hard 

SIR, Whilst it is promising that 
unemployment in the UK has fallen, 
we know it’s not all good news. 

New research by Citizens Advice 
highlights the extent of insecure 
employment and the financial 
challenges it presents. 

Some 4.5million people in England 
and Wales are now in insecure work, 
including temporary contracts, 
variable shifts and zero-hour 
contracts. 

A lack of regular hours and 
guaranteed pay can cause huge 
uncertainty and stress, as workers 
may not know from week to week if 
they will be able to cover their bills or 
rent or put food on the table for their 
families. 

As a charity helping people in 


financial hardship, this echoes what 
we regularly hear - 39 per cent of low 
income workers told us their 
outgoings outweigh their earnings, 
and 57 per cent would like to work 
more hours but cannot get the work. 

In addition, 87 per cent of all low 
income households have seen no 
improvement to their financial 
situation within the last year. 

Accessing welfare support can also 
be a challenge for those with 
fluctuating hours and pay. Therefore, 
we urge anyone who is struggling 
financially to use our free benefits 
calculator (Turn2us.org.uk) to check 
what help could be available. 

It also includes a ‘better-off’ 
function to show how a change in 
hours or wages could affect benefits 
entitlements and overall household 
income. 

Whilst more needs to be done to 
tackle insecure employment in the 
long term, we hope that we can help 
more people to find the support they 
need now which could make all the 
difference in easing some of the 
pressures they face.

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Bullied teen to 
help others by 
scaling the 02 

Charity ambassador’s fundraising challenge

A TEENAGER on a mission to beat bullying will test her 
head for heights when she climbs to the top of London’s 02 
Arena next month. 

Rebecca Howlett is taking on the challenge to raise funds 
for the support charity Bullies Out and has set herself a 
target of £200. 

The 14-year-old, who lives with parents Stephen and 
Michelle and older brother Philip, 17, in Elmbridge, 
Harlow, decided she wanted to do something positive to 
help others after being on the receiving end of bullying. 

Mum Michelle said: “I am really proud of her. Bullies 
Out is based in Cardiff and they help people who have been 
bullied in any way by helping them get their confidence 
back.” 

Rebecca, who has recently become a youth ambassador 
for the charity, will climb the roof 
of the former Millennium Dome 
on July 2. Two weeks later she 
will attend her first meeting as an 
ambassador. 

“She has been bullied and she 
got to the point where she had 
enough and does not want to be 
the victim any more,” said 
Michelle. “It was at the point 
when she was really low that she 
decided she wanted to do something about it to help 
others. 

“In her role she is asked to raise funds to speak to 
schools and spread the word about Bullies Out. She also 
takes part in charity events that she has organised and 
shares stories on Facebook.” 

Rebecca will be a team of eight when she climbs the 02. 
“There is a path that leads to the top of the venue and it 
should take around an hour to complete,” said Michelle. 
“I’d rather it be her than me.” 

In the past Rebecca has raised more than £700 for other 
charities including Cancer Research UK. Earlier this 
month she was presented with a Jack Petchey Achieve¬ 
ment Award (see story on page 6).

Judges rule 14-year prison sentence 
for cocaine dealer was not excessive 


A DRUGS dealer who ran a multi¬ 
million pound cocaine operation 
from his home in Roydon has 
failed to have his 14-year prison 
sentence reduced. 

Jay Bourne, 41, was caught with 
12kg of high quality cocaine with 
a street value of £2.5m when police 
raided his house in Barn Hill. 

He was jailed last October after 
pleading guilty to possession of 
cocaine with intent to supply. 

He challenged the length of his 
sentence on the grounds it was too 
severe but on Thursday his argu¬ 
ments were rejected by three 
judges sitting in the Criminal 


Appeal Court in London. 

The court was told how a police 
raid uncovered the huge quantity 
of cocaine in Bourne’s garage and 
kitchen. 

However, his legal team argued 
it had been wrong for the trial 
judge to sentence him on the basis 
that he played a leading role in the 
operation. 

They said documents showed 
Bourne was only paid a few hun¬ 
dred pounds for his trouble and 
that far from being a kingpin he 
was “effectively a delivery 
driver”. 

But Judge Neil Ford, sitting 


with Lord Justice Davis and Mr 
Justice Jay, said: “This was a very 
large-scale drug operation, deal¬ 
ing with kilo blocks of cocaine and 
hundreds of thousands of pounds 
on a weekly basis. 

“Bourne was organising, buy¬ 
ing and selling on a commercial 
scale and had close contact with 
the original source.” 

The judge said Bourne had 
enjoyed significant financial 
benefits and the fruits of a drugs- 
tainted lifestyle, adding: “The sen¬ 
tence was undeniably severe but 
was not manifestly excessive. 
This appeal is refused.”

Man treated for head injury 

HARLOW: A man suffering from a head injury 
was taken to hospital on Sunday afternoon. 

Paramedics were called to Cambridge Road 
near Harlow Mill at about 1.40pm and treated the 
man, thought to be in his 40s, at the scene before 
taking him to hospital. 

Police officers were also sent to the scene but 
were not required.

Former council chairman urges more to return cancer screening tests

A BOWEL cancer survivor is 
urging people in Harlow to attend 
screening appointments after he 
was diagnosed with the disease 
during routine tests. 

Former Harlow Council chair¬ 
man Tony Hall, 70, of Kingsdon 
Lane, Harlow, was told he had the 
disease earlier this year after he 
took part in the bowel and colon 
cancer screening programme. 

Bowel cancer screening is cur¬ 
rently available through the NHS 
to all men and women aged 60 to 74 
in England, and this is in the 
process of being extended with a 
one-off tests for people aged 55 and 
above. 

Cllr Hall, who was council 
chairman of the council at the 
time, said: “I would like to put on 
record though that this outcome 



is almost wholly down to early 
detection through the national 
bowel and colon cancer screening 
programme. 

“When I returned the third of 


these two yearly tests I had no 
symptoms whatsoever. I was 
doing all the right things in terms 
of diet and exercise and, thank¬ 
fully, submitting myself for all the 


tests and check-ups that 70 year 
olds should.” 

Following his diagnosis Cllr 
Hall, who has beaten cancer in 
the past, underwent key-hole sur¬ 
gery and was given follow-up 
chemotherapy. 

But he was shocked to learn 
that less than a third of the tests 
sent out are returned completed. 

“I am living proof that the test 
works and really does save lives,” 
said Cllr Hall. “Caught early, 
bowel and colon cancer are 
among the most curable of can¬ 
cers, three days in hospital, key¬ 
hole surgery, and many people 
can be back to a normal life in a 
week or two. 

“Indeed, as vice chairman I 
opened Harlow’s new Dunelm 
Store only four days after sur¬ 
gery. 

“Many do not even need follow¬ 
up chemotherapy, though doctors 
err on the side of caution, as was 


my case. 

“It was this reassurance that 
decided me to continue with my 
chairmanship, and I am glad I 
did. 

“Despite very few ups and 
downs and one or two clashes 
with chemotherapy days, I was 
able to fulfil the majority of func¬ 
tions, and those which did prove 
impossible were ably catered for 
by my vice chairman and neigh¬ 
bour Edna (Stevens), to whom I 
am much indebted. 

“I hope through my experience 
to encourage others to take-up 
these life- saving tests.” 

He added: “If you’re given the 
opportunity to find out early, why 
wouldn’t you? It’s so important 
that people complete the test and 
return. It’s not a nice process but 
it could save your life.”

A SECURITY guard jailed for aiding a 
woman’s bid to slip through overseas 
border controls deserved his “stern” sen¬ 
tence, top judges have ruled. 

Dele Uyi Akonedo, 47, of Lower Mead¬ 
ow, Harlow, was jailed for 30 months at 
Chelmsford Crown Court in June last 
year after he was convicted of assisting 


unlawful immigration to an EU state. 

The Appeal Court in London was told 
he was a man of exemplary character 
before he got sucked into the scam. 

He and accomplices plotted to put a 
Nigerian woman on a plane from 
Stansted Airport to the Slovakia Republic 
using false documents. 

Akonedo booked an air ticket for the 
woman and also drove her to the airport 
but she never managed to get through

His case was heard in the Court of 
Appeal after he challenged his sentence, 
which his lawyers argued was far too 
harsh.

Justice Davis and Judge Neil Ford, said

“This sentence was certainly stern and 
at the top of the range but this was a 
planned offence,” the judge said “Others 
were involved and deterrent sentences 
continue to be called for in these cases.”

A SERVICE of commemoration to mark the 
100th anniversary of the Battle of the Somme 
will take place in Harlow town centre next 
week. 

The First World War campaign lasted for 141 
days and by the time it ended more than one 
million soldiers had been killed or wounded. 

During the battle 13 men from Harlow lost 
their lives, with two of them killed on the first 
day of fighting. 

Next Friday’s service will start at 7am and 
last for an hour. A two-minute silence will take 
place at 7.30am, the exact time on July 1,1916 
when British soldiers left the trenches and 
went over the top to commence the battle. 

The service will be held in Market Square. 
Bus passes will be accepted before 9am by 
Arriva and Trustybus while free parking will 
be available in the Post Office Road car park 
from 6.30am to 8.30am. 

Project 

It is being organised by the Harlow WW1 
Project Team which includes the Royal British

reatures great and small wreak 
havoc on the streets of New 
York City in Chris Renaud and 
Yarrow Cheney’s colourful 
computer-animated romp. 

Employing a similar framework to Toy 
Story, The Secret Life Of Pets imagines 
what our four-legged, feathered and 
finned friends get up to when our backs 
are turned, suggesting that the fun 
begins when we go to work or school. 

A Jack Russell terrier and an 
affection- starved mongrel replace Woody 
and Buzz Lightyear as the feuding 
central characters, whose rivalry 
mellows into mutual affection when they 
are separated from their owner. 

Screenwriters Ken Daurio, Brian 
Lynch and Cinco Paul have great fun in 
early scenes, revealing how a dachshund 


uses his owner’s food mixer as a back 
massager or one tiny dog performs 
acrobatic leaps to water a hanging basket 
with a cock of its leg. 

The central concept isn’t original, but 
there’s an infectious charm to every 
shiny frame of Renaud and Cheney’s 
well-groomed picture, which mercilessly 
exploits our affection for the critters that 
share our homes. 

Katie (voiced by Ellie Kemper) lives in 
her Manhattan apartment with a 
mischievous terrier named Max (Louis 
CK). 

“Our love is stronger than words or 
shoes,” explains Max, referring to his 
penchant for chewing his owner’s 
footwear when he was a puppy in 
training. 

He is good friends with other 
domesticated animals and birds 
including a pampered Eskimo dog named 
Gidget (Jenny Slate), who is head over 
fluffy tail in love with Max, and a 
sardonic house cat named Chloe (Lake 
Bell), who nurtures a healthy disdain for 
anything that doesn’t enrich her selfish 
existence. 

“Dog people do weird, inexplicable 
things,” she purrs, “like they get dogs 
instead of cats.” 

Max’s bond with Katie is threatened 
when his owner brings home a lolloping 
mongrel named Duke (Eric Stonestreet), 
who she has saved from the pound. 


Intense rivalry spills out onto the city 
streets where Max and Duke fall foul of a 
sphynx cat called Ozone (Steve Coogan) 
and are mistaken for strays by animal 
control officers. 

The snarling enemies are rescued by a 
maniacal white rabbit named Snowball 
(Kevin Hart), who pressgangs them into 
service in his army of unwanted 
animals, who live in the sewers. 

The Secret Life Of Pets is the 
brainchild of the makers of Despicable 
Me and Minions, and retains a similar 
visual style and family-friendly sense of 
humour. 

Behavioural tics of each breed are 
mercilessly exploited for slapstick laughs 
and co-directors Renaud and Cheney 
maintain a brisk trot to ensure young 
audiences don’t go for walkies in the 
middle of the film. 

The main feature is accompanied by a 
cute animated short entitled Mower 
Minions in which the gibberish-spouting 
sidekicks tend the lawn of elderly 
neighbours. 

Alas, the diminutive do-gooders are 
yellow fingers and thumbs, propagating 
plentiful guffaws and giggles.

HARLOW Town defender Layne 
Eadie may just have been named 
as the best left-back in the Ryman 
North, but he is already looking 
for another play-off push next sea¬ 
son in the Ryman Premier. 

Harlow had a year to remember, 
earning promotion after a long 
campaign with a brilliant 3-1 vic¬ 
tory against AFC Hornchurch in 
the play-off final, with Eadie him¬ 
self setting the seal on the season 
with a magnificent 30-yard won¬ 
der strike. 

On Saturday night the defender,
